To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newport, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: You are hereby notified and warned to 
meet at the Town Hall in said Town of Newport, on the Second 
Tuesday of March, next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To bring in your votes for Delegates-at- 
large, Alternate Delegates-at-large, Delegates and Alternate 
Delegates to the National Conventions of the various Political 
Parties to be held to nominate Party Candidates for President 
and Vice-President of the United States. 

ARTICLE 2. To elect a Selectman for a term of three 
years; to elect a Town Treasurer and a Town Clerk for the year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE 3. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 4. To elect a Member of the Trust Fund Com- 
mission for three years, one Water and Sewer Commissioner 
for three years, a Collector of Taxes, Road Agent, and all other 
Officers, Auditors, Agents and Committees necessary for the 
Town Business. 

ARTICLE 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey aS may be necessary for the payment of Town Charges for 
the year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 6. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey as may be necessary for the payment of Town Officers’ Sal- 
aries and Expenses, Maintenance of the Town Hall, and 
Expenses of the Municipal Court, and Election and Registration 
Expenses. 

ARTICLE 7. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey as may be necessary for the payment of the Town Debt, and 
defraying the Interest thereon for the year ensuing, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 8. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey as may be necessary for the Maintenance of the Poor; and 
for Parks and Playgrounds, and pass any vote relating thereto.. 
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ARTICLE 9. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey as may be necessary for building and repairing Highways 
and Bridges and pass any vote relating thereto, 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 for the maintenance of Cem- 
eteries for the year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 11. To see what action the Town will take with 
respect to acquiring additional land for cemetery purposes, raise 
and appropriate money therefor and pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the construction and repairs 
of Sidewalks and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will ask State Aid for 
the purpose of making permanent improvements on the High- 
ways, raise and appropriate $3,477.75 therefor, and pass any 
vote.relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money on notes 
of the Town in anticipation of taxes, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to allow 4% 
discount on 1932 taxes, paid on or before May 1; 3% discount 
on or before June 1; 2% discount on or before July 1; 1% dis- 
count on or before September 1. As suggested by State Tax 
Commission. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will instruct the Select- 
men to appoint a Police Force in Newport, designate the hours 
of service, and salary for same, raise and appropriate money 
for that purpose, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 17. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for lighting the Streets of New- 
port, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 18. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of the Fire 
Department, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $6,500.00 for the maintenance of the 
Trunk Line Highways in the Town, the State Highway Depart- 
ment contributing an equal amount, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for maintenance of the State 
Aid Roads, a like amount being contributed by the State High- 
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way Department for this purpose, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $800.00 for the support of the Newport 
Cadet Band, to be paid to the Treasurer of the Band at the dis- 
cretion of the Selectmen, provided the Band give a series of 
open air concerts during the summer season. 

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 for the expense of Memorial Day, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00, twenty-five per cent of the 
amount being contributed in addition by the State Forestry De- 
partment, for contro] of White Pine Blister in the Town. 

ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $1,300.00 for the Maintenance of the Sewer 
System for the year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $600.00 for the Collection of Garbage 
for the year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 for the Maintenance of the 
Water System for the year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate $1,000.00 for the Public Health Nurse. 

ARTICLE 28. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the benefit of the Carrie F. 
Wright Hospital and pay over to the Treasurer of the said 
hospital. 

ARTICLE 29. To see what action the Town will take with 
respect to Municipal privileges at the Albert N. Parlin Field, 
raise and appropriate money therefor and pass any vote in re- 
lation thereto. 

ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to see that all water rents paid to the Town be set 
aside as a sinking fund to be applied against payment of prin- 
cipal and interest of water bonds and notes of the Town, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to take over 
Pinnacle Road as a Town Road, from Sunapee Street to houses 
on top of hill, and maintain the same. 

ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to extend the 
Town Lighting System from the so-called Woodard Place to 
Guild and raise the necessary money for the same. 
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ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the appointment of a Finance or Budget Committee, to act as an 
advisory board on Municipal Finances, 

ARTICLE 34. To see what action the Town rill take with 
reference to securing a Town Manager or pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto. 

ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of Chapter 155 of the New Hampshire laws of 1931 
and approve the ordinance relating to the observance of the 
Lord’s Day adopted by the Board of Selectmen of the Town of 
Newport. 

ARTICLE 36. To see what action the Town will take rel- 
ative to the use of Newport’s Public Play Grounds for Sunday 
Sports and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen not to issue permits to circuses, merry-go-rounds, or 
other organizations of this character, for more than a one day 
performance. 

ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate $162,000.00 or such part thereof as may be necessary for 
payment of bonds and obligations against the Town and due 
the current year of 1932 and year of 1933, and to borrow the 
said sum of $162,000.00 or such part thereof as may be neces- 
sary, and issue obligations of the Town in the form of bonds to 
the amount of $162,000.00 to be signed by the Selectmen and 
Town Treasurer, under the terms and conditions of a special 
act of the Legislature of 1931, approved March 26, 1931. 

ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to have an audit of all Town Accounts made by 
a certified Public Accountant, raise and appropriate. $500.00 
therefor or pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will vote to permit the 
New Hampshire Power Company to transfer its present three 
globe sixty candle power lamp fixtures to a one light fixture, 
each containing a 250 candle power lamp, provided a said sav- 
ing of $352.00 per year or more may be made. 

ARTICLE 41. To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


For the year 1931 your health officer submits the following 
report: 


During the past year there were reported and put under 
quarantine seventeen cases of scarlet fever, fourteen cases of 
diphtheria, nine cases of measles and twenty-one cases of chick- 
en pox, 

Fourteen cases of venereal disease were under supervision 
during the year. 

The town was fortunate that these diseases never reached 
the epidemic form, but were scattered throughout the entire 
year. 

We regret that there are occasional cases of diphtheria, as 
this disease could be entirely eradicated in Newport as it has 
been in other towns by the use of the Schick test and the toxin- 
anti-toxin treatment. A campaign of education along this line 
is needed as at former clinics many parents refused to have 
their children tested as they were not fully aware of the bene- 
fits to the children. It is admitted by the medical profession 
that diphtheria can be entirely stamped out, 

Many cases of venereal diseases were the cause of consid- 
erable expense to the town, as the person affected had no re- 
sources to pay for treatments, and as these diseases are highly 
contagious and dangerous, it is imperative that they have 
prompt treatment, and this must be paid for. These cases re- 
quire a large amount of detail and checking up, for if the treat- 
ment is not continued until cure is reached, the previous medi- 
cal work is wasted. The cases which cannot pay are in some 
instances treated at the county institution by the county physi- 
cian. Heavy expense has been incurred by the town on account 
of these cases, 

There were sixty-seven calls to the health officer in regard 
to unsanitary property conditions. In some cases insistent de- 
mands were needed to produce results. Legal action was initiat- 
ed in several instances before corrective measures were taken. 

The traveling tent shows, in former years, permitted un- 
sanitary conditions to exist on their grounds and were a@ grave 
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menace to the neighborhood. This condition has been bettered 
by the erection of dry closets on the premises. 


There were three cases of infantile paralysis during the 
fall months. One in a very young child proved fatal. The med- 
ical profession is still at a loss for facts concerning the cause 
and cure of this disease. The serum, so generally advocated and 
administered during the last summer epidemic, has not always 
proved effective. The most that can be said of it is that it does 
no harm and most physicians believe in administering it on the 
theory that it is better to give the patient the benefit of the 
doubt. The cases in Newport had, however, developed paralysis 
before the doctor was called and the case diagnosed, and there- 
fore were beyond the help to be derived from the serum, which 
must be administered before paralysis sets in. The percentage 
of persons susceptible to infantile paralysis is very small. The 
present accepted theory of its appearing at widely divergent 
points is that the virus of the disease is carried by persons not 
susceptible to its extreme effects. Again, these cases have been 
very costly to the town as milk, food, provisions and medical 
and nursing care had to be paid for by the town, 


The number of progressive health agencies supervising the 
health work of the community has shown good results. 

The Division of Maternity, Infancy and Child Hygiene held 
a clinic at which one hundred babies were examined by the lo- 
cal physicians. At this clinic thirty were found perfect, while 
seventy had minor ailments. This clinic had a definite educa- 
tional value to the interested parents. 


The clinics on tuberculosis under the direction of Dr. Kerr 
are a certain benefit to those suffering with this disease. The 
results of the clinics are as follows:

The public may well continue to have confidence in the ef- 
ficiency and experience of its Public Health Nurse. 

It is to be regretted that more of our people do not take 
advantage of the many agencies for health betterment now of- 
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fered to them by the county and state. Much sickness and suf- 
fering could be prevented if they would do so. 

There were no complaints relative to the collection of gar- 
bage. The work has been well done, and the effect has been 
helpful in maintaining better living conditions around the 
homes. 

The town dump has been maintained at a minimum of ex- 
pense. We have tried to keep down as much as possible all ob- 
jectionable features and to keep roadway clear so that it will 
be easily accessible. Poison in large quantities has been put out 
to keep down the ever growing menace of rats. 

There were four general collections of milk which were sent 
to the state chemist for examination, besides a number of sam- 
ples sent in for special tests. These tests showed that all were 
up to standard for butter fat and solids, and a very few were 
found to have more than the legal bacteria count. One license 
had to be revoked on account of the milk produced under un- 
sanitary conditions. Eighty-one milk licenses were issued, and 
of this number twenty-two were to dealers who bought and sold 
milk and paid a license fee of two dollars each. Accompanied 
by one of the state milk inspectors, we made several examina- 
tions of the milk farms from which milk is delivered to the 
town. Recommendations were made as to the best equipment 
to be used to insure the cleanest milk. 

Examination of the town water supply showed it to be 
pure, with no contamination, and up to standard, 

Numerous samples of well and spring water were exam- 
ined, and some showed pronounced contamination, being unfit 
for drinking purposes. This was caused by underground leakage 
from barn yards, cess-pools or sink spouts. Wells and springs 
used for drinking water should be examined frequently, This 
testing is done free of charge by the state. 

We have been appointed distributors for this district by 
the State Board of Health to supply to those who need them, 
swabs, tubes and slides by which specimens may be sent to the 
state laboratory for examination,

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REPORT OF 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board, 
Newport, N. H. 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the superintendent covering the 
financial report of the school year 1930-31, the news report of 
1931-32, and the budget for 1932-338. 


Financial 
When I came as superintendent on Sept. 1, 1930, the fin- 
anicial affairs of the district were in a condition which made an 
accurate accounting rather difficult. This condition Bas now been 
corrected. 

To begin with, there was a technical deficit of $1057.85. 
This is shown in your treasurer’s report, printed last year, as 
a balance of $874.15, and an unpaid order of $1982. 

I found outstanding bills, for which there was no record, 
and which in some instances went back a considerable time, to 
a total of $5196.67. These bills were mainly for books, scholars’ 
supplies, and repairs. All these accounts were paid off during 
the fiscal year 1930-31. You will note that the expenditure in 
these accounts is greater than the appropriation. 

In addition, at some time in the past, the appropriation for 
debt service had apparently been used for some other purpose. 
At any rate, the bonds and interest due in 1929-30, had not all 
been paid. During the fiscal year 1930-31, we paid not only the 
bonds and interest due during the year, but also cleaned up the 
back amounts in this account, The amount needed, beyond the 
amount required for regular payments, was $4325. It is now 
possible to pay in any given year the bonds and interest due 
in that year. The carrying charge to meet your schedule in 
1982-33 is $10,050, and I recommend that your budget be re- 
duced from $14,000 to that amount. 

To sum up, during the year we cleaned up a deficit of 
$1057.85, bonds and interest, $4325.00, outstanding bills, $5196.- 
67, a total of $10,579.52, and had left at the end of the year a 
balance of $690.00. Both the original deficit and the surplus of 
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$690.00 ‘contain a sum of $500.00 which was a special appro- 
priation for Grange Building. This was used in 1931-32. Need- 
less to say, rather rigid economy was necessary to meet these 
extra payments. Part of the money was available due to the 
fact that your appropriation for debt service was larger than 
the current schedule, but the rest was actually saved out of the 
running expense. 

I mention the above, not to boast, but so that you will know 
the current and past condition of your finances, and so that you 
will know that your present budget is being made in a business- 
like way. 

Before the coming of the present superintendent, your 
Board had devised a system of ordering on a regular form. No 
adequate system of keeping track of orders was in use, how- 
ever, With the exception of one or two small running accounts, 
it is now possible to know at any time the total outstanding in- 
debtedness of the district. Persons doing business with the 
schools have been asked by the superintendent not to honor any 
order unless it is written on the regular form. This plan should 
be firmly adhered to. A bill is an obligation to pay the minute 
the order is signed, and no order should be signed if there is 
not cash in sight to pay it. 

A school system is a business concern. It can not, in the 
long run, be a successful institution unless its business affairs 
are in order. Your Board deserves the appreciation of the citi- 
zens in its firm backing of the superintendent’s efforts to get 
the business end running smoothly. 


Pupil Finance 

Along the same line of thought as governed its efforts to 
straighten out its own business affairs, the Board endeavored 
to make an arrangement for the orderly conduct of pupil busi- 
ness affairs. Regulations were drawn up, carefully considered 
for a long time, and finally passed. Mainly due to misunder- 
standings, these regulations met much opposition, finally cul- 
minating in a public meeting and much oratory. 

The Board left the regulations in force, but in deference to 
the public opinion, did not make an aggressive effort for a com- 
plete enforcement at the time. The wisdom of this attitude on 
the part of the Board has since been shown, for the very organ- 
izations which most opposed the act of the Board, while still 
claiming that the Board was wrong, have voted to put into ef- 
fect the very type of rulings which the Board recommended. 

A bit of philosophizing is in order here. It is the duty of 
a board of directors, whether of a school district or of a busi- 
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ness house, to be looking forward. Knowing many things which 
in the nature of the business the rest of the stockholders can- 
not know, the directors vote actions which are universally ‘crit- 
icised by the other stockholders. Unless a serious immediate 
emergency is present, the directors, after putting their votes 
into effect, should not make fanatical efforts to secure immedi- 
ate complete adoption of their plans. Rather, they should secure 
what cooperation they can without undue fuss. They should 
leave the decisions in operation, Time will usually show that 
their judgment is wise. Then the dissidents will come quietly 
into the fold. This is the secret of wise government, whether 
in lawmaking in our national government, conduct of a great 
corporation, or carrying on of the work of a school district. 


The Budget 


The budget this year is smaller than usual. It is my belief 
that every possible aid should be given at this time to reduce 
the load of tax on both individual and business. The cost of 
municipal and general government has mounted alarmingly in 
recent years. This increase has not, in the great majority of 
cases, been caused by the desires of those occupying public po- 
sitions. It has been caused by the people voting to have addi- 
tional services performed for them. If, as is the case in one of 
my towns, the people want the snow plows to clear their pri- 
vate drives, that is the people’s business. But the people should 
not turn around and blame the cost on government. Rather, 
they should divide mentally their tax bill into two parts, one 
the cost of government and one the cost of shoveling their own 
paths. Then if they would rather pay this last to the town than 
earn it by shoveling themselves, that is all right. 

But wherever real government costs can be reduced, those 
reductions should be made. In Newport I have recommended 
that a reduction be made in the appropriation for debt service. 
This has been made possible by the placing of this service on 
a secure business basis. Insurance has been lowered to the 
amount actually necessary. Fuel costs are lowered, due to lower 
actual cost and more economical burning, 

It is not yet possible to tell exactly what we need for a 
supply account by actual experience, We have put into opera- 
tion since I came a more careful method of checking the use of 
supplies, but it has not been going long enough to give actual 
figures for comparison. However, I am sure that our expendi- 
ture has been too large, and I have recommended a reduction. 

The situation in book money should be looked into. We 
have a rapid turn-over in teachers. A young teacher, particu- 
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larly, is apt to feel that the books used by the previous teach- 
ers are not good enough. The Board should examine the book 
situation thoroughly. They should consult with the teachers 
and superintendent as to the books now in use. They should de- 
termine a list of approved texts. Books now in publication have 
reached a standard such that continual change is not necessary. 
A rule should be passed that books adopted should not be 
changed more often than once in five years, except for excep- 
tional cases to be decided by the Board. By making this rule 
retroactive, a list of books for examination each year could be 
made. Those found satisfactory could be re-adopted, and needed 
changes only made. By this means the frequent change of texts 
could be eliminated, and a more even expenditure planned. The 
total would without doubt be reduced without injury to the 
schools. 


The amount used for transportation ought to be less, but I 
doubt very much if it can be made so. The citizens have insist- 
ed on a better type of transportation than was common a few 
years ago, and such improved transportation costs more. There | 
is even a considerable demand for still more expensive trans- 
portation, This should be thought of very carefully, before we 
go too far. | have no personal objection to good transportation. 
Merely I want to warn you that you cannot reduce government 
costs if you demand more government service. 


Other expenses of instruction, This account is not as gen- 
eral as it sounds. It includes many definite items. Typewriters, 
which we generally exchange every three years, are found here. 
I recommend that the exchange be eliminated this year. In the 
long run it is cheaper to keep up the three year method, but I 
believe we should pass along some losses to better times. Grad- 
uation expenses, except those borne by pupils, are in this ac- 
count. We should have less of these this year. Replacement of 
certain other equipment is included here. We should reduce re- 
placement to an absolute minimum. 


Water, light, janitor salaries and supplies, are at a practi- 
cal minimum now. Your Board has a well laid out plan of re- 
pairs. This is in accord with sound practice. However, except 
where actual deterioration will otherwise set in, I think this 
program should be set aside for a year. This will not show up 
so much in the budget, as the amount planned has been much 
exceeded each year, as may be seen by checking the budget with 
the expenditures, The funds have been taken from other ac- 
counts. This will enable us to make these other items more 
nearly what they should be. 
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The item given us by special appropriation last year of $400 
for rental of the town hall for special activities is very useful 
in normal times. However, we are this year face to face with 
stern reality. If athletics, plays, and the like cannot be made 
self-supporting, we should drop them until the advent of better 
times. I do not recommend this appropriation being made this 
year. 

The special appropriation made for the stage in the high 
school was not large enough to build what was desired. Your 
Board has built a usable platform, at an expense of $343.30. 
Under normal conditions it might be advisable to ask for enough 
more to complete the job. But this is not the year for it. The 
balance of the appropriation should be applied on the current 
budget, to reduce the amount raised by taxes. 


The appropriation for fixing the Grange Building, so called, 
was not enough. As it was impossible to leave the work partly 
done, it was completed out of current money. A special appro- 
priation should be made to cover this expenditure, which was 
_ taken from No, 13, Minor Repairs. This building is at present 
a source of expense, but of no use or income. I understand the 
Grange is willing to hire it at a reasonable rental. This is im- 
possible now, as the District has fixed what seems to be an un- 
reasonable rental on it. I would recommend that this be 
changed, so that the Board may rent the building for at least 
enough to cover upkeep. 

No source of legitimate income should be overlooked, and 
in this connection I would mention the question of dog taxes. 
There are great numbers of dogs roaming in the town, on which 
taxes are not paid. For the salary paid, it is not reasonable to 
expect your dog warden to collect all of these, as the effort is 
considerable. If it is legal, I believe this should be put on a 
commission basis; then we should collect more. 


I have mentioned the main headings in which reductions 
may be made, but have left to the last the one you think of 
first. That is teachers’ salaries. In the first place, teachers’ 
salaries in Newport have not been inflated. Your average is 
still far below that for the state. You ‘can’t deflate what hasn’t 
been inflated. The argument is advanced that the cost of living 
has been lowered. That is true, in a limited sense. For persons 
owning their own homes, and cooking their own meals, the cost 
has been lowered somewhat. But our teachers are not in that 
class. They “board out.” So far as I know, board has not been 
reduced, If it is, we should reduce salaries proportionately. 
Clothing is such a minor item that it can be ignored. 
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If teachers graduating this year from college and normal 
school are willing to work cheaper than last year’s class, we 
should pay just enough to get the best, and no more, If a teach- 
er leaves we can replace her with a lower-priced one. But I do 
not believe it is good business to lower wages which are already 
low. Our teachers have to eat all the year round. Discontented 
workers do not give good work, and poverty stricken earners 
can not spend. 


Some time ago, I met with the selectmen. I told them how 
I felt about expenses this year, as I have in this report. I told 
them that I thought total budgets should be reduced not less 
than 10%. By examining the budget presented, you can see that 
our budget is reduced. If all town and state expenses are re- 
duced by 10%, it will lift a considerable load from us. It is not. 
my province, however, to tell how other departments should 
act, 


Educational ‘ht 


I have spent so much space on the financial part of this 
report that I hesitate to use more. I may have given the wrong - 
impression. The primary purpose of schools is education. One 
of the fundamental needs in America is to teach wise spending. 
I am trying to practice what I teach, and that is why I have 
stressed the wise expenditure of money. 


However, a short discussion of the “bookish” end of the 
schools is proper. Our teaching is getting good results, The 
showing of our high school teams in the state “Scholarship Day” 
contest in Keene was satisfactory. All teams placed in the 
honors, and it must be remembered that the only schools send- 
ing teams were those who felt they were good. 


I mentioned in my report last year the need of finding out. 
in as exact a way as possible tHe actual progress being made iin 
all our schools, Last year this was done by means of tests, 
mainly given by the superintendent. This year the testing is 
continued, but more of it is being done by teachers as they rec- 
ognize the value of it. The results of these tests show that we 
are having efficient teaching. 


The principal variation of organization this year is in the 
Richards Annex. Here we have divided the work in such a way 
that each pupil has three teachers instead of one, and each 
teacher specializes in much fewer subjects. This results in bet- 
ter teaching and greater interest. Pupils, parents and teachers 
all seem to prefer this new organization, and school progress 
is greater. The cost is the same. 
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Since the last annual report, the Richards Junior High 
School has been placed on the State approved list. 

The public address system which was constructed and in- 
stalled in the Richards school by pupils, has been completed by 
the purchase of a radio. Due to lack of an adequate and de- 
pendable Columbia chain outlet in New England, we have been 
unable to profit by the American School of the Air, but we have 
used the Damrosch concerts and music appreciation course. 

A teacher committee, made up of teachers from Newport 
and Sunapee, has developed a new report card which is an im- 
provement over that used before. 

Another teacher committee has met every week this year 
to edit the news which appears in The Arg’us-Champion under 
the heading “School Notes.” 

In making up this report, 1 am writing for the whole sys- 
tem, It is to be understood that all progress is a result of the 
-cooperation of the whole force. I have mentioned the teacher 
committees, because they are typical of the spirit pervading 
your schools. I do not wish to make allusions to the work of 
_ Individuals, because if I did I would have to name them all, and 
space does not permit it. The only exception to the above is in 
the matter of comment, If there is an observation which does 
not meet with your approval, that is my own responsibility. 

In closing I feel called upon to pay a tribute to the Board. 
During the period since my last report this Board has had five 
different persons as members. Individually and collectively you 
have had a lot of criticism and even abuse. My own observation 
is that you have labored long, earnestly and honestly to do the 
right thing. I feel strongly that this tribute is due you.

Article 5. To provide for Agents, Auditors, and commit- 
tees in relation to any subject embraced in the warrant, 

Article 6. To see if the district will vote to make any al- 
terations in the amount of money required to be assessed for 
the ensuing year for the support of public schools and the pay- 
ment of statutory obligations of the district, as determined by 
the school board in its annual report. 

Article 7. To see if the district will vote to rescind the 
motion which was passed at the annual school district meeting 
which was held on Monday, March 11, 1929, relative to the old 
central school building which was—“That the meeting instruct 
the school board not to rent the old central school building, now 
occupied by Sullivan Grange for less than $25.00 per month and 
the Grange to make their own repairs” or take any other action 
in relation thereto. 

Article 8. To transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before said meeting.
